This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
On page 2, line 15, of the specification, the first occurrence of "are" should be changed 
to -is-; on page 4, line 23, the brief description for Figure 6 should indicate the figure is a partial 
cross-sectional view of a window; on page 6, lines 4, 14, 30, three different reference numerals 
have been used to designate the bladder, in lines 5, 14, numeral "122" has been used twice to 
denote two different elements; in the abstract, lines 2, 3, the phrase "is disclosed and claimed" 
should be deleted; in the drawings, reference numeral "118" does not appear; the drawings must 
show every element of the claimed invention — therefore, the core positioned in a vertical 
orientation on a support structure, as per claim 6, must be shown or the feature canceled from the 
claim; in claim 3, line 26, "a" should be changed to -said-. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
